Wo have obtained from Professor Hose the full text of a most Interesting and élever talk which ho 
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Most Interpretations arc. however, 
allegories or metaphors and not hits 
of simple arithmetic. Ami here an- 
cient and modem interprétera of 
dreams arc t,> gome extent at one, and 
many mirier. In Kreud read like ox- 
tracta from Artemldoros turned around 
ea is to simplify past instead of future 
events. It is a theory not only of this 
scientist hut of many others that peo- 
ple dream metaphors. The dream can- 
not say "as if." however, and so must 
present ih<- metaphor as a reality. 

Thus, another of Freud's woman 
patients had a moal complex dream In 
winch among other things she saw an 
orchestra conducted by a man who 
resembled but was not llerr Hlchter, 
who stood on h. high Iron erection, a 
kind id' tower, surrounded by some sort 
of barred grating.

Whose abilities, in her estimation nt 
least, caused him to lower above other 
members ot his profession, but whoso 
career wan cut short by madness which 
Obliged him to be confined in a hos- 
pital for the insane. lint I his cold- 
blooded reconstruction of a dream out 
of the sleeper's own experience will 
not do for the true believer In such 
things. The allegories are the means

Leaser gods seem either to appear 
themselves or to make u drerim special- 
ly for the purpose, Such is the Hom- 
eric theology, and lat.r Greece did not 
disagree in essentials. \ml so In gen- 
eral; the highest gods may and often 
do send dreams, but do not as a rule 
appear In person In them. 

For it is noticeable that a dream has 
something chthonlan about it in most 
peoples' belief. Greece Is here the 
clearest example, The famous chorus 
ot the Iphlgenin in Taurle tells how 
Apollo found Earth n serious rival In

This gives it a great ad- 
vantage over some dreams obtained 
from mantle shrines, as tin se are i ftctt 
as complex and riddling as ordinary 
ones; as when a dyspeptic, teste Arte- 
mldoro, was visited by Askleplon nnd 
inv ited to eat the god's fingers; which 
driam found fulfilment when he de- 
rived much benefit from a diet of dates,

this province, as I know from one of 
my own pupils). To Jump to the other 

end of Europe, Yorkshire girls have or 
had a somewhat complex method of 'n- 
diicing St. Agnes to favor them with 
the required dream on her evel the 
principle Is the same as in the rlto made 
Immortal by Keats. Among itb r 
things, such ns Inking off nil her 
clothes In the order in which they were 
put on, the girl must get some grass 
from the grave of a batchclor. Is it 
then sn certnln that the vlrgln-martyr 
was originally the sender of the dream, 
nnd not an eligible ghost; on the look- 
out for someone whoso splrlt-husband 
he could he? 

In Ireland finally (Co. Leitrlm) where 
strong Church Influence bus degraded 
the ancient Keltic deities and spirits 
rather more than In other places, we 
get the best example of a dream ns part 
of the lower strata of belief. Here- 
tofore we have had dreams provided 
by saints or by deities, nol the highest 
of the local cult: but now we have 
no less a person than the devil open- 
live In tho rite. The girl creeps through 
a natural hoop formed by a blackthorn 
bush, three times, In the devil's nam". 
She then goes home and dreams of her 
future husband. There Is another rite, 
which I do not describe here becnuse 
It does not Involve an actual dream! 
It conies from Germany.

'Heliotherapy dates back 11 ft ecu 
years. During Hie wli.de of this period 
it has been experimented with, "con- 
trolled,' and perfected until to-day we 
possess an exact conception "f its real 
value, it is io tlie Lyonnaise school 
that ne aie indebted lor il. professor 
I'oneet was the lirsl, ami for. a long 
time the only one, who applied it in the 
cure of various affections." 

Professor I'oneet, who died last Sep- 
tember al tlie age of sixty- four, was 
a member of Hie surgical clinic in the 
Faculty of Lyons, and It was tinder 
him that Dr. Alexis Carrel began bis 
surgical studies as an Interne. Dr. 
I'oneet made use of heliotherapy ;'yr 

treating osteo-artlcular tuberculous af- 
fections ns early, in fact, as 1892, and 
impressed the value of solar exposure 
upon all Ills pupils. In 1899 the defin- 
ite statement was made that Professor 
Poncel believed that the bcncltctal ef- 
fect of the exposure ,,r tubercular 
manifestations lo solar itijs (by a pro- 
longed .sun-bath i, extended not only lo 
local tuberculoses (of the ganglions, 
bones, etc.), lint even to those of the 
internal organs. |j„t other pro- 

phets he was honored by belief at first 
more in other countries than in Ills 
own Says Dr. Cirf: 

"If I'oneet was the tlrst deviser of 

this method, its great propagator was 

Dr. Itollier, a Swiss physician of Ley- 
sin, who benefited his patients by solar 
rajs on snow -covered peaks, and he 
became the ardent advocate of a treat- 
ment which gave him unhoped result?, 
lie did nol cease repeating before con- 
gresses and learned societies the sta- 
tistics of the cures be had obtained; he 
did not. weary of showing to all the 
striking photographs of his patients, 
Irrefutable proofs of the transforma- 
tions effected by the sun. 

"In lfll ttolllcr possessed statistics 
of 369 Invalids suffering from externa! 
tuberculosis and treated by heliother- 
apy, lie rcpoiied 284 cures (78 per 
■ eut. i. is Improved, l'I stationary, and 
Hi dead 1 1 per cent.). These results 
are absolutely remarkable; above all 
If we take Into account the fact that 
the. majority of these invalids were 
suffering from complications which lus- 
tlflcd tin- most somber prognostications, 
On February I".', 1912, Dr. Itollier ex- 
hibiievl to t'hc Society of Physicians at 
Leyslll numerous photographs and ra- 
diographs relating to divers varieties 
of tuberculosis of tlie bones of Hie 

foot, complicated with Infected fistu- 
las, rebellious to all the usual treat- 1 
monta and nearly all apparently call- 
ing for amputation. In all these cases 
heliotherapy had given results sur-! 
passing Hie most optimistic hopes, and 
in II cases a complete euro waa ob- 
tained. . . . 

"The transformation of the subjecis 
under the solar rnys is characteristic, 
Completely exposed to the sun. but 
sheltered from the wind and with the 
head protected, pigmentation of the 
skin Is very rapid; at the end of n 
month or two hrunettes bike the color 
of rosewood and actually look like ne- 
groes: • blonds become ma.li pga ny- col- 
ored. Tin) general H-spec! is modUtal 
and becomes blooming: the muscles 
are regenerated; tho dlgcetlvo func-l 
lions nrc roituJarlzivl.

OelsnltZ of Nice has found the treat- 
ment useful In tubercular peritonitis, 
while Hmrhet, of Philadelphia, and 
Sneguircff, of Moscow, had excellent 
results from the solar bath In cases of 
acute muscular rheumatism It Is like- 
wise declared to be good for wounds, 
especially Infected wounds, ami Dr. 
Aimea, of Montpellier, even found that 
it hastened the formation of scar-skin 
in extensive burns, which usually heal 
so slowly. It has been shown to he 
helpful In trachoma, while the serums 
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of interpretation and the subject la ployed to brins them about, oxo incon-

Several New Matters Have Crop- 
ped Up 



A meeting of all those interested in 
boxing is called for this evening at 
S.0i>, in the football room in the Union 
to discuss preparations for next year. 
It is universally airreed that it Is im- 
possible to properly train a team in 
• the two months between the Christmas 
vacation and the Intercollegiate As- 
suult-at-Arms in February, and the 
purpose of the meeting Is to consider 
the formation of a nucleus for next 
year's team.

A RETROSPECT OF LAST FALL'S 

SUC CESSFUL FOOTB ALL SEASON 

R.M.C.'s Initial Appearance in Senior Company Marked by Good Games — Tlicy Lost Their Po- 
sition Towards the End o f the Season in a Scries of Hard Luck Games 



McGILL'S CHA MPION TEAM MET BU T ONE DEFEAT 

The Surprise of the Season Was the Defeat which Queens Administered to the Almost Champions 



The .Metilll football team followed the précèdent which had been set them last year, and under the able, 
leadership of "Shag" Shaughncssy, managed to keep that much-coveted championship In Montreal. Winning now 
as they have, two years in succession, Interest in this important brunch of athletics has increased enormously. Every 
afternoon In the fall, both sides of the track were always found well tilled with students who were watching the 
moulding of the team that won renown for her Alma Mater. 

The only change in training arrangements from the previous year was the substitution of the rule requiring 
the players to report at the Law House training table but twice ;i day, and doing away with sleeping there alto- 
gether. 

"Shag," after the men had gotlen into good physical condition, commenced it series of blackboard talks, in 
which be explained tin- plays that would be put in practice on the Held. 

He followed Ills theoretical talks, with practical demonstrations of the plays himself. Kvery candidate was 
given ample opportunity of showing what was in him. The result was a team composed of the créant of the 
material at his disposal. 

The same Held system, in the main, which was carried out In 1912, was again followed. A good deal of lime 
was devoted to praoiicl-ig the gathering of loos.- bails, and the development of sure tackling. 

Starting with but a nucleus of last year's team, It was necessary to train some absolutely green material to 
1111 the gaps made by graduation. 

Practices were held, rain or shine, and all the squad were expected to he on hand. Only light work was at- 
tempted at the beginning. A gradual increase was then made until the men wen- tit to undergo the much more 
strenuous line-ups. The result was that although a number of injurias were received by the players, these .vere 
by no means abnormal. i 

The entrance of I». M. <'. into the league was hailed with delight by all those interested in the sport. At 
the same time their advent caused a good deal of criticism at the hands of those less conversant with the Cadets' 
ability. It required but the first samo to banish all doubts; to defeat Varsity in their initial Itxture was some- 
thing even the most sanguine bad hardly dared to hope for. 

Saturday, October 11, saw four teams on two gridirons all prepared to light their utmost to gain the Jueen 
of Championships. While McGIII was gaining an overwhelming victory in Montreal, it. M. »'., through Uarwls'a 
efforts, defeated a strong team from Toronto. The soldiers had fought an uphill game, a Held goal and a rouge 
in the closing moments bringing them from behind to win by n single point. 

The result of the McGlll-QtieeilS battle was all that would ordinarily be expected of any team. Hut "Shag" 
was not satlslicd. lie realized the forces he would have to combat against when his team met Toronto, and so lie 
devoted the wh.de of the week previous to that encounter in perfecting the machine which he had already developed. 

McOlil's oldest enemies were forced to go down to detent when they met the team which was produced. Until 
sides possessed good Individual players, and were well commanded, hut 'he high efficiency ol tin; Montrealers' team 
work enabled them to score 21 points to Varsity's 5. It. M. G, the same afternoon, defeated the Presbyterians in 
Kingston, in a close game, played on a soggy Held. With It. M. C, and McGIII a tie fur the leadership, the game 
the next week was bound to break the tie. Several changes wire made In the line-up, and the team travelled to 
Kingston determined to break the tie favourably. .Metilll won their third successive Victory after lit) minutes of 
hard play. The game was open throughout, the lighter Cadets being .niable to niak" any progress against the 
steady line the red and white presented. Toronto meanwhile dropped Queens Into the cellar when they defeated 
them IS to 3. 

The surprise of Hie season was the defeat of the almost -champions at the hands of Queens. With three 
wins to their credit, and the precedent of a 4!) to -J score against the Uil lenders, It seemed almost Impossible that 
they should have showed such a reversal In form. Lie that as it may, the red and white lost to a team 'Vhieh 
played Infinitely better football than they did. 

The Cadets were unable to repeat their former victory over Varsity In their match in Toronto. The blue and 
white had their revenge on the soldiers who had so badly crippled 'their r-lminpiotishlp chances at the beginning of 
the season, anil 3li to 17 was the decisive score of a game well, contested from the llrsl whistle to the last. 

McOlil's defeat by the weakest team In the league was timely, ami caused a considerable stirring up 1 n the 
football camp, All the members of tho squat) who had become in the least bix were stopped up abruptly, and 
made to change their habits. A week's practice put the confidence back Into a. startled team, and tho R. M. <■'. fix- 
ture the following •Saturday was almost a runaway. At times the soldiers would make a stand, but these were 
forced to give before '.he h. i.y bucks which were marshalled against them. 

In 131 2. although McGill won the championship, they did not defeat Vnrslty In Toronto. The climax of the 
1 91 S season was the success which the red and white achieved when they defeated the "Queen City" footballers on 
their own grounds. Kor six years the blue and white had held off ' the, M Mltrcal cohorts. Two months' hard train- 
ing for the senior 'team had a lilting finish in a 22 to 14' victory. ' 

In order to gain that victory it was necessary to withstand and attack for one hour one of the strongest 
teams which Toronto have over put on the Held. 

Klvo • or six times the Varsityplayers were in possession of the hall within ten yards of the touch Une at 
a stage when a score would have put them in the had. on all those occlusions the McGUI line recovered In time 
to retrieve the ground lost by the few fumbles the backs did make. a. iduno wall could not have been a greater 
barrier to tin 1 Torontonlans than the team which withheld them at Hies:' pinches.

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SCIENCE AND SAFETY 



Never before has such prominence been given in great period- 
icals to the perils of the sea. Never before has so great a risk in pas- 
sengers and expensive freight been trusted to the safe transit, across 
the Atlantic, of one vessel. A tremendous premium, therefore, has 
been placed on inventions which will safeguard the travelling pub- 
lic 

Great companies of a half dozen maritime countries are search- 
ing for inventions which shall lessen the dangers of a long voyage. 
In their hunt for the one apparatus which will perform all that is 
claimed for it, they have spent millions of dollars for a thousand fail- 
ures. Yet no one, in view of the great recent improvement in safe 
travel, claims that the millions were wasted. 

The Daily yesterday published a reprint of an illustration 
which appeared in the London Sphere, of Dr. Barnes and his 
micro-thermometer. The attention of the English-speaking world is 
being drawn not only to the instrument itself, which, after all if of 
sound commercial value will soon be taken up and used in all big 
vessels, but to the inventor as well. On this side of the Atlantic the 
Scientific American also touches on the invention, criticizing the 
theory on which it is based. As a scientist who is an acknowledged 
authority on the formation of ice in flowing water. Dr. Barnes de- 
sires criticism, knowing that it can be better received now when the 
instrument can be easily improved on, than when it has been instal- 
led as a successful standard machine. 

The fame of Prof. Barnes is spreading. His improvements 
tending to make thermometers more accurate have been frequently 
commented upon. He has perfected a pyrometer which is coming 
into use in the regulation of furnaces and manufacturies. And the 
success of his micro-thermometer will amply testify that he is a man 
Canada ought to keep at any price. 

The Dominion has reached a stage in her dcvelopmentwhen she 
should be able to keep the men of the highest calibre within her 
boundaries. Sir William Osier and Sir Gilbert Parker appeared to 
have graduated from a lower school when they took up work at the 
heart of the Empire. But if Canada is to exert a scientific influ- 
ence of her own, the time has now come for her to retain her chief 
scientists, as well as her men of letters and her other intellectual 
products. 

Canada fecjs she can afford to spend millions on railways 
which will not for long return good interest on the investment. She 
can build canals which must remain still longer proportionately un- 
profitable. 

Docks and harbors and lighthouses are means to bring traffic 
to Canada's shores. Yet without means to clear the St. Lawrence 
of floating ice, or of detecting the presence of large ice masses, 
Lloyd's insurance rate must always remain high even when all other 
obstructions to traffic are removed. 

No man in the Dominion is credited with such large knowledge 
of the form of ice known as frazil, with which the Trans-Atlantic 
route is infested, as is Prof. Barnes. His book, "Ice Formation and 
Frazil," is the first authoritative volume which has appeared on the 
subject. On the ground both of the immediate and the ultimate 
good it would do, the Dominion should, therefore allow Prof. 
Barnes a free hand in achieving by frequent experiments the success 
somebody is bound sooner of later to win in ridding the seas of ice- 
berg as an ever-present danger to passenger liners. 

A Dominion Government steamer if placed at his disposal 
would be found to more than repay the cost of diverting it tempora- 
rily from its original purpose. And Canada would be able to say 
she was not behind the United States and Great Britain in protect- 
ing her citizens and her commerce on the sea.

Ste- 
venson, we are told, was "not handi- 
capped by the superstition that his 
copy was divine revelation and that 
his words were sacrosanct." Mr. 
McClure avers that "he never knew 
a really great writer who cherished 
his phrases or was afraid of losing a 
few of them. First-rate men al- 
ways have plenty more." So much 
is Mr. McCluro iinp.est by this atti- 
tude of great writers, says the Lit- 
erary Digest, that he returns to the 
subject in another part of his wri- 
ting, perhaps betraying somo of the 
annoyances he has had to suffer 
from littler men. It. was Stevenson ! 
again who did not mind tho clipping 
Of his phrases: 

"When Stevenson began to send 
in bis 'Letters from the South Seas,' 
he told me to use my own judgment 
about editing them, and to cut 
wherever I thought it would be ad- 
vantageous. After Hie series was 
well started in the syndicate, he 
wrote and asked me why I was not 
cutting the stuff down more. I have 
mentioned the willingness to bo 
edited before, and I have said that 
all of tho really first-rate writers I 
have known have been similarly 
open-minded.

"Contrary to our expectation, it 
was tho ntoralist and not the ro- 
mancer which his observations in 
tho South Seas awoko in him, and 
the public found tho moralist loss 
interesting than the romancer. And 
yet, in all his essays, the moralist 
was uppermost, 

"Stevenson was the eort of man 
who commanded every kind of af- 
fection: admiration for his gifts, de- 
light in his personal charm, and re- 
spect for his uncompromising prin- 
ciples. Underneath his velvet coat, 
his gaiety and picturesquenoss, he 
was flinf. It was probably this un- 
usual combination of qualities in 
him that made one eager to serve 
him In every possible way. I re- 
member saying to Mr. Phillips once: 
•John, I want the syndicate business 
to be run exactly as if it were being 
conducted for the benefit of uobcrl 
Louis Stevenson.' And that was the 
way I felt about him." 

Mr. McCluro reveals a curious at- 
titudo toward Stevenson held by 
some or his British friends and pro- 
fest admirers, particularly W. E. 
Henley, oT whom some things have 
already become well known: 

"Before I sailed for London, Ste- 
venson gave me letters to a number 
or his friends there— Baxter, W. E. 
Henley, Sidney Colvin, H. A. M. Ste- 
venson, and others. I found most 
of Stevenson's set very much an- 
noyed by the attention he had re- 
ceived in America. There was a 
nolo of detraction in their talk 
which surprised and, at first, puz- 
zled me. Henley was particularly 
emphatic. Ho had a double griev 
ance: that a nation whom ho dospis 
ed as a rude and uncultivated peo 
pie should presume to give Steven 
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son a higher place than he held in 
England; and the personal jealousy 
which he latec voiced in his own 
writings. He believed that his own 
influence Upon Stevenson's work 
was not sufficiently recognized. 
Some of Stevenson's London friends 
agreed that he was a much over- 
rated man, and that his cousin, H 
A. M. Stevenson, was the real geniua 
of tho family. 

"There was one most marked ex- 
ception to this dissenting chorus, 
and that exception was Henry 
James, to whom Stevenson had giv- 
en me a letter, I had somehow al- 
ways imagined Mr. James as a rath- 
er cold and unsympathetic man, but 
I now found how greatly I had been 
mistaken. His tone about Stevenson 
warmed my heart. His warm human 
friendship was a delight after what 
I had been hearing. There was 
nothing at all critical in his alti- 
tude. He was Stevenson's friend, 
admirer, and well-wisher. His in- 
terest in Stevenson's health, his 
work, his plans for the future, wa* 
wholly affectionatA wholly disinter- 
ested. His loyal, generous fooling I 
havo never forgotten. He question- 
ed mo minutely about everything 
pertaining to Stevenson. His inter- 
est was keen, sympathetic, personal. 

"During that visit to London I 
learned to appreciate one of Steven- 
son's great «source» of discourage- 
ment. Some of his friends there, 
those in whoso critical powers ha 
had most faith, were always con- 
demning his new book, whatever it 
was. They could stand for what was 
already printed, but when he sent 
thorn the manuscript of a new work, 
they usually declared that that was 
fatal, that would bo th« end. and en- 
treated him, for tho sake or his re- 
putation,.not to publish it. Ono be- 
nellt of his life in tho South Seas 
was that it placed him farther from 
these inhibiting influences, and loft 
him freer to work out what was in 
him as best he could in the short 
life allotted to him 

"Although somo of Stevenson's 
friends were jealous of him in a 
small way, most of them were Jea- 
lous for him in a very high way. Se- 
rious men took him more seriously 
than they took other writers of fic- 
tion. Critics like Mr. Co!- "•• felt that 
be had a very precious gift, some- 
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thing to ho preserved for the very 
highest uses. He was not judged 
with (he same leniency as other 
writers of his time. These criti- 
cisms of his Iriend» were often the 
highest expression of their solici- 
tude and regard: they were often 
very helpful to .Stevenson, but 
sometimes disheartening. He was so 
sensitive to the opinions of others 
that an office-boy could influence 
him, for tho moment. And yet, In 
the. long run, he could not be influ- 
enced at all. But this susceptibility, 
the fact that he could be so easily 
discouraged by criticism, sometimes 
brought him great, mental suffer- 
ing"
